REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Benton: 

I herewith present my first annual report as super- 
intendent of schools. 

During the year 1929-1930 the total enrollment 
was 28; the per cent of attendance, 91.26; pupils not 
absent nor tardy, 1; cases of tardiness, 4; school visits 
by board members, 2; by superintendent, 16; by citi- 
zens, 51. In addition to those in the town school the 
district paid tuition for 1 high school and 8 elementary 
pupils attending school in other towns. 

The pupil on the roll for perfect attendance was 
Roger Carr; those promoted from the eighth grade to 
high school, Roland McKean and Clifton Tewksbury. 

This year the enrollment has been 20. The teacher 
is Mrs. Ruby C. Beecher. I think the work is progress- 
ing well. There are, however, two improvements to the 
building which would add to the comfort and welfare of 
the children. These are storm windows for the north 
west side and more sanitary toilets connected with the 
school house itself.
